shaded location. Plant under trees or any north exposure.

Dig a hole twice as deep and wide as the root ball. Put in 
a few shovels of gravel to insure ample drainage. Fill with 
a mixture of 1/4, garden soil and 1/4 peat moss, tamp firmly. 


The top of root ball should be one inch above ground level. 


(3) HOW TO FEED
